Society did in addition to meeting all its own 
local working expenses, together with the cost 
of carrying on colportage between Newfound- 
land and Vancouver. It reports total receipts 
of $163,029.79 and a circulation of 274,141 
volumes of Scripture in 1921. 


THE approaching celebration of the cen- 
tennial of Brazil has been brought to the 
minds of the public through the press. On the 
initiation of its Agency Secretary, the Rev. 
Dr. H. C. Tucker, the Board has authorized 
recognition of, and participation in, this impor- 
tant event. Special editions of some of the 
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Portuguese Scriptures have been prepared, 
bearing an emblem in bright colors, so popular 
with the Portuguese. A special grant up to 
$500 of Gospels for free distribution was 
also made. Special pamphlets are being pre- 
pared in Portuguese on the Bible, and its cir- 
culation and influence, and the work of the 
Society. Other appropriate pamphlets in 
English have been sent in quantities from the 
Bible House for distribution at the Centennial 
Exposition which is to open on September 7th. 
The Rev. Erasmo Braga, general secretary 
of literature for the Brazilian Committee on 
Co-operation, is planning a series of articles for 
publication on the translation and circulation 
of the Bible. A permanent American building 
to house the United States exhibit is being 
erected. This building afterwards is to be the 
home of the American Embassy. 


Tue Rev. Karl C. Aurell sailed for Seattle 
the middle of July on his return to resume his 
work in the Japan Agency at Tokyo. He be- 
came associated with the work of the Society 
in that empire when it was under Dr. Schwartz, 
who, it will be remembered, died in the latter 
part of 1921, after a long illness bravely and 
cheerfully endured. Dr. Schwartz had retired 
as Agency Secretary a number of years ago. 


Worp has come of the safe arrival in their 
homeland of the Rev. and Mrs. W. M. Camer- 
on, on a well-deserved furlough. Mr. Cam- 
eron was an invaluable assistant to Dr. Hykes, 
of the China Agency, in the headquarters office 
at Shanghai, being in charge until Mr. Lacy 
arrived, and will return to his work via Europe. 
Mention was made in the June Recorp of the 
visit of Mr. and Mrs. Cameron at the Bible 
House on their way to Scotland, and of the 
interesting and informing statement made by 
him to the Board of Managers at its May 
meeting. 


_ Worn has recently been received of a legacy 
from Mr. George Ogden, long treasurer of 
the Cape May County Bible Society. This 
illustrates the influence of Auxiliary Bible 
Societies. Even when they have ceased to 
exist, they still share in the work of circulating 
the Scriptures. 


Another illustration is the legacy of Thomas 
Hooker, one time treasurer of the Onondaga 
County Bible Society. As a result the Society 
is receiving about $800 a year from the income 
of a fund, the remaining income of which goes 
to two legatees during their lifetime; on their 
death the principal is to be divided between 
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the American Bible Society and the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions. 


A CLIPPING has reached us, without mention 
of its source. But the fact reported is worthy 
of repetition: 

Alone as a forest ranger in a remote section of the 
Cascade Mountains, George Kilgore, a former Uni- 
versity of Washington student, has memorized the 
New Testament and three books of poems. In addi- 
tion to the mental exercise he has built a dining room 
set with six chairs and a fern pedestal from hand split 
and hewn fir and cedar wood. The furniture polished 
in its natural color is worth more than his annual 
salary. During three winter months Kilgore trapped 
near his cabin more than $500 worth of pelts. 


In an address at Drew Theological Semi- 
nary, speaking of the Gospel of John, the Rev~ 
J. Newton Davies told this striking story: | 

Quite a volume could be written dealing with th 
gospel and missionary enterprise. There has recently 
been published a book called “The Sadhu,” a most 
refreshing and inspiring account of an Indian Chris- 
tian mystic and evangelist. This Gospel is hig 
favorite; some day he hopes to write a commenta 
upon it. In it there is recorded how, after a meetin 
in the Central Provinces, a native, an enemy 0: 
Christianity, bought a copy of St. John’s Gospel. ed 
reading a sentence or two in the train, he tore it int 
pieces and threw it away. The same day, the Sadh 
learned, some time afterwards, a seeker after trut 
was going along the track. For six or seven years 
he had tried his hardest to find the truth, but was no: 
satisfied. On finding the torn pieces he read on on 
“everlasting life,” and on another, “The Bread o 
Life.” This led him to purchase a New Testamen 
in which he found our Saviour. The torn fragment; 
of the Gospel proved to be a piece of the living Brea 
The Bread of Life. 


SPEAKING of the place of the Scriptures i 
English culture, a committee of the Britis 
Board of Education recently described th 
Authorized Version as “The most majesti 
thing in our literature, and the most spirituall 
living thing we inherit. * * * For five cen: 
turies and more no other English book ha 
been so widely read in this island, or so closel 
connected with our national life,” yet, “at th 
present time the Bible is probably less widel 
read, and less distinctly influential in our life 
and literature, than it has been at any time 
since the Reformation.”—The Christian Advo| 
cate. 


A VALUED correspondent, the Rev. H. Wi 
Rankin, sends us this item: 


Dr. Edward S. Travers, officiating clergyman 
the funeral of Lillian Russell, says of her in the Ne 
York Herald of June 17, 1922: “Not many perso 
know that her Bible was well thumbed—the kind 
Bible a clergyman loves to see—worn, marked an 
remarked. She sought to love God; in service to h 
fellows she sought to fulfill the will of her Maste 
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For one hour every day, while she read her Bible, 
she would not be disturbed by the things of this life. 
She liked also to attend church. It was in the church 
that her career began, and she always spoke of it with 
affection. She was proud of her connection with the 
stage. Many a time I have heard her speak of you 
as ‘my people.’ What made Lillian Russell great was 
her religion.”

I wish it had been ten 
times as many. Am still president emeritus of the 
Washington City Bible Society. God bless the Ameri- 
can Bible Society! Am hoping for the return of my 
‘Lord and Saviour. 
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THE daily press, in describing ancient rites 
marking the wedding of Princess Marie of 
Rumania to King Alexander of Jugoslavia, 
writes that among the wedding presents was a 
Bible, written in gold, from Rumanian 
peasants. 


THE following has been received with the 
comment, “Really, isn’t this a ‘licking’ good 
story?” 

A missionary from Rhodesia tells of overhearing 
one of the native boys in the school out there ex- 


pounding the Bible and interpreting the story of 
Lot’s wife something after this manner: 


“The Lord sent Lot and his wife away from home 
to another city, and told them not to turn back. 
Lot’s wife said, ‘I don’t care; I’m just going back 
home to get some of my husband’s things. I know 
he'll need them.’ She turned back, and she turned 
into a pillar of salt! Amd the cows have been 
licking her ever since!” 


A QUESTION or example for American busi- 
ness men is given in this incident from the 
Near East: 

A firm of wealthy merchants in Beirut, Syria, 
started building a new store, and, when it came 
to laying the corner stone, they placed a Bible 
inside of a steel box and had the pastor offer 
a prayer. How many business firms in the United 
States of America, in starting to build a store, 
would do thus? One of the brothers of this firm 
is superintendent of the Christian Endeavor Society 
in Syria and Palestine. 


“A Few days ago there came into our office 
Mrs. Aurora Breton de Alanis, who in a frank 
and simple manner told us something of her 
conversion, which was accomplished through 
the sale of a Bible by one of our colporteurs. 

“The first happening after her purchase of 
the Bible was that her mother, perceiving that 
the book in which her daughter was so ab- 
sorbed was a ‘Protestant Bible,’ forbade her 
reading it further on the ground that it was 
‘condemned.’ Mrs, Breton de Alanis said that 
she felt very bad to have to obey her mother’s 
command that she burn it; for it had cost her 
money and, more than that, it seemed to her 
that its contents were entirely true and very 
beautiful. But, finally, she burned it. Then 
she experienced great remorse of conscience, 
and she could not rest in peace until she had 
returned to purchase another Bible; and this 
she read with even more interest than the first 
one. Today this woman is very happy and 
has the expectation of being the instrument 
in the hands of God for the conversion of her 
husband and children.” — Mexican Agency 
Secretary.

Mr. K. S. Shahbazian 


HE sudden death of Mr. K. S. Shahbazian, 

on October 16th, removes from the Levant 
Agency one of its oldest and most faithful 
native workers. His connection with this 
Agency. dates back forty-three years, to 1879, 
when he began as a helper in the depot and 
general worker about headquarters. After a 
few years Mr. Shahbazian became so efficient 
that he was sent to the eastern provinces of 
Turkey to organize Bible Society work in the 
regions of Trebizond, Erzerum, Van, Karput 
and Bitlis. For four years his headquarters 
were at Trebizond. During this time Mr. 
Shahbazian was untiring in his efforts. On 
many occasions he bravely faced danger to 
carry on his work. At times he was greatly 
hindered by the government. At other times 
he was persecuted and threatened by the more 
fanatical element of his own people. So well 
was his work done that in all that region were 
established centers for the sale and distribution 
of the Scriptures. 

Mr. Shahbazian was a man of splendid busi- 
ness ability and with a keen insight into men’s 
characters. The results of his labors in east- 
ern Turkey were still evident at the outbreak 
of the world war. The men whom he chose to 
act as colporteurs and the work which he or- 
ganized all were a tribute to his ability and 
devotion to his work. 

After finishing his labors in Trebizond, Mr. 
Shahbazian was called to Constantinople to 
have charge of the Armenian department of 
the Agency’s work. It was his duty to handle 
all Armenian correspondence, keep the records 
of the work of the colporteurs, read proof 
and assist in the work of printing Armenian 
and Armeno-Turkish Scriptures. Mr. Shahba- 
zian also kept the records of the stock and 
handled the work of shipping Scriptures. Often 
he was sent over parts of the field to inspect 
the work of sub-Agents and colporteurs; to 
take inventories of stock, and to audit their 
accounts. : 

In all of his work Mr. Shahbazian labored 
as if the business were his own. He was per- 
sonally interested in every detail, and zealous 
to see Scriptures circulated and read. Gradu- 
ally his abilities were recognized by others 
than the persons connected with the Levant 
Agency. He soon became an influential mem- 
ber of the Armenian Evangelical Church. He 
made a large circle of friends among the Ar- 


menians of the city and throughout Turkey. 
At the time of his death he was a member of 
the National Evangelical Church Committee; 
a member of the National Armenian Relief 
Committee; and prominently connected with 
other influential educational and benevolent | 
organizations. | 
During the long and bitter years of the 
world war, Mr. Shahbazian endured many 
hardships. Through it all he was able to re- 
main on duty in the Levant Agency and help. 
to keep its work going during that critical | 
time. In 1920, Mrs. Shahbazian died. This’ 
left Mr. Shahbazian very lonely and sad. Otheg 
troubles seemed to crowd in on him, and in) 
August of this year the great fire which de-| 
stroyed over a thousand houses in Scutari, | 
burned Mr. Shahbazian’s two houses and all, 
his possessions. In this loss he saw the saving | 
of a lifetime go in a few moments. He was 
left with only the clothes on his back, and the 
care of a widowed daughter and two grand- 
children. From the date of the fire to his 
death it was plain to see that Mr. Shahbazian 
was rapidly failing in health. A severe cold 
brought on a collapse, which caused death with} 
only one day’s absence from his office. 
In the passing away of Mr. Shahbazian the 
Levant Agency loses an efficient and honored| 
friend and worker. He will be greatly missed,, 
not only at the Bible House, but by his many 
friends and associates in other lines of good 
work, 


Mr. James D. Taitt 


HE accompanying is a news article, which 
was published in the Gouverneur Fre 
Press, concerning an Eastern Agency colpor- 
teur. Mr. Taitt was only one of numbers who 
have put in many years in this sacred work. 
Himself a firm believer, Mr. Taitt was the sev 
enth generation removed from John Knox an 
in direct lineage from John Knox’s youngest: 
daughter. While his friends offered him poli 
tical honors, one time making him postmaster 
and sent him at one time as a delegate to th 
Republican State Convention, he preferred th 
religious field above all. He was once mad 
commissioner to the General Assembly of th 
Presbyterian Church. 
Aside from the “printed epistles,” the use 
fulness of the Society consists in no small par 
in its “living epistles” known and read of al 
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men. We could not have any successful col- 
porteur or salesman of the Bible who was not 
himself an ardent and sincere believer and 
propagandist.

In the highest sense of the word he was the first 
citizen of this town, and came nearer exemplifying 
the life of Christ than any man known to this com- 
munity. In this hour of bereavement everyone will 
recognize the fitness of the words, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant, enter thou into 
the joy of Thy Lord.”—The Free Press.

HE last REcorp made mention of the 
| golden wedding of the Rev. and Mrs. 
'Francis G. Penzotti. Since then, the accom- 
ypanying picture has been received. It is too 
igood and interesting not to be shared with 
our readers, especially as many of them have 
long been deeply interested in the unusual 
iwork and character of Mr. Penzotti. 

It will be remembered that many friends 
igathered in the largest church in Buenos Aires 
Ito celebrate the golden wedding of Mr. and

Mrs. Penzotti, who are the center of the above 
group. A unique event, but characteristic of 
Mr. Penzotti’s deep devotion to his work, was 
the marking of this celebration by a collection 
taken up for the work of the American Bible 
Society. 

The Society is fortunate in having as one of 
the publications prepared in celebration of its 
Centennial in 1916, a pamphlet of 72 pages 
entitled “Spiritual Victories in Latin America.” 
After much persuasion, and only because it 
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was urged on him as a means of arousing 
deeper interest in the conditions and needs of 
South America, Mr. Penzotti with modesty 
wrote a partial autobiography. It is intensely 
interesting in itself, surprising in the condi- 
tions it revealed, the hardships and privations 
that were involved, and the victories of faith 
and persistence which accrued to this devoted 
and devout distributor of the Word. 

Born in 1851 in the Swiss-Italian mountains, 
migrating to South America in his teens, at 
twenty-five Mr. Penzotti came in contact with 
Protestant Christianity through an American 
mission, and later entered the Methodist min- 
istry. In 1883 he became associated with the 
Rev. Andrew M. Milne, the Agency Secretary 
of the American Bible Society in Latin Ameri- 
ca. In 1887 he was appointed in charge of 
the Society’s work on the west coast of South 
America; was transferred to charge of the 
work in Central America in 1892, where he 
spent sixteen years; and then took up his last 
position as Secretary in charge of the La Plata

| Figo Siam, through Agency Secretary 
Irwin comes this striking story by Dr. 
Eakin of the American Presbyterian Mission: 

I was visiting in a home far up in the woods. 
Two years before, I had met the husband 
and after an hour’s talk had given him a copy 
of the Gospel of Matthew, which he promised 
to read. Meanwhile he had had no teacher. 
He said that he had read the book many times 
and believed it all. He had also taught his wife 
and son, and they believed. I had forgotten 
which Gospel I had given him, and proceeded 
to examine him with a view to baptism. Pres- 
ently I asked him, “Where is Jesus now ?” 

“T don’t know.” 

“Why, does not the book tell you?” 

“No, the book does not say where he is.” 

He showed me the book. Matthew does not 
mention the Ascension, and I realized that he 
had good reason for his limited knowledge. 
He knew all that he could be expected to know. 

When asked about Sunday, he said, “We 
never work on Sunday.” 

“How do you know when Sunday comes,” 
I asked. “You have no calendar up here in 
the woods.” 

He went inside and brought out a little board 
in which he had bored seven holes, one for each 
day of the week. A wooden peg moved from 
day to day showed him when Sunday came. 

I baptized them, but since I have been care- 
ful not to depend upon Matthew as the sole 
source of Bible teaching.

He has been working for us for about two 
years. He is a tremendously hard worker 
and always laments the fact that, as he 
thinks, he does so little. I have never seen 
his outfit for transporting himself and Bibles 
over the country, and this is the first time I 
have seen his picture. 
| The poor horse looks as if he had served 
his day and generation, and the “rig” looks 
as if it might be the deacon’s “one hoss 
shay.” But one is not surprised at that when 
he knows that in the past eighteen months 
they have traveled over 5,080 miles, visited 
6,500 families, supplying 1,073 Bibleless 
homes among them, and making a total dis- 
ribution, by sale and gift, of 3,317 copies of 
he Scripture. He kept at it through the 
hottest summer days of last summer, travel- 
ing over the hot dusty roads in the blazing 
southern sun; and also through the mud and 
rain of the wintertime. And almost every 
report brought the same refrain: “I have 
done so little, though I have put in a very 
hard month’s work. I will try to do better 
ext month.”

himself and horse: “I am ashamed to turn 
in a claim for expenses, because I know the 
Bible Society needs the money so much for 
Bible distribution. This ten dollars does not 
near cover my expenses, but I am paying 
them myself, for I am in the work to stay, 
if God permits.” 

I think men who are doing work like this 
at such sacrifice, are real heroes. They cer- 
tainly earn far more than we are able to 
pay them.

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Europe’s First Need 


L?=! year a committee was sent by the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America to study spiritual conditions 
in Europe. The Rev. W. W. Pinson, ID IDD., 
reported at the Convention of the Federal 
Council in Chicago for this committee. After 
drawing a fearfully dark and discouraging 
picture, he turned to the remedies to cure the 
ills described. The first corrective agent men- 
tioned was the Bible. The statement on this 
point is not only appropriate in these columns, 
but coming from such a source is worthy of 
serious thought and action by well-wishers of 
Europe. If the Bible is the first and best cure 
for unhealthful conditions in Europe, it is also 
the first and best remedy for bad conditions in 
America. The statement follows: 

“We can help them sow down their lands 
with the Bible. This is the soil out of which 
all our faiths and Christian virtues flower and 
fruit. The Book of books has been denied to 
millions for centuries. The result has been a 
distorted and man-made faith, from which 
millions have turned away. The first thing 
needed to give permanence and right direction 
to the new democracy of Europe is the Bible 
in the hands of the people. Means and meth- 
ods should be devised to do this. It is a big 
task. It can be done only by combined effort. 
It will be welcomed by all Protestant bodies, 
and nothing can possibly more directly and 
immediately help them all alike. 

“Would it not be possible to take such steps 
and provide such means as will set the presses 
of the American Bible Society and the British 
and Foreign Bible Society turning out Bibles 
by the millions in the various European lan- 
guages, and then employ hundreds of colpor- 
teurs to circulate them? Experience proves 
the people are hungry for the Word of God, 
and the churches are ready to join them in 
such a movement. 

“A Czechoslovak leader, who is influential 
in the “Out from Rome Movement,” said to 
one of our workers recently with tremendous 
emphasis: ‘If we can put the Bible into the 
hands of our people, there will be no fear of 
any considerable number of them returning to 
Rome.’ When this worker told this leader, 
who is himself an author of note, that he in- 
tended putting one hundred thousand copies 
of the New Testament into circulation during 
1921, this gentleman replied: ‘Our own people 
will take more than one hundred thousand 
copies of the New Testament within the year ;’ 
referring to the section of the church which 
he represented.”

While the little girl was in the hospital, the 
mother found the Bible hidden away in the 
old ice box. One day, when Rosie had been 
gone about a month, the mother took the Bible 
that had been hidden, and went upstairs to be 
alone. Clasping the Bible to her bosom, she 
cried out, “Oh God, please send my baby home 
to me.” Within a few moments the telephone 
rang, and she was told she could come and get 
her little girl. She said, “Because we had the 
Bible, God answered my prayer.” 

The grandmother, an orthodox Jewess, said,

JAPAN AGENCY HEADQUARTERS STAFF 


HE Japanese are great admirers of old 

things. Almost invariably the old-estab- 
lished homes throughout the empire have fire- 
proof storehouses containing quantities of 
heirlooms, consisting mostly of various articles 
of sculpture, scrolls of paintings and draw- 
‘ings, literature, etc. Many times I have had 
occasion to marvel at what was said as volumes 
and volumes of handwritten books were shown 
me. 

Books were scarce in earlier years, and what 
printing was done in those days was done with 
carved-out wooden blocks; and not having 
anything like what we call machinery, the 
procedure of printing was, indeed, a slow 
process. Therefore elderly men, as a rule,— 
occasionally young men,— spent years upon 
years in copying voluminous works of ancient 
literature. 

As the Bible was translated into, and pub- 
lished in the Chinese language many years 
before it was translated into Japanese, an 
elderly man in Kofu Prefecture copied every 
word of the Chinese Bible with his own hand; 
and it was done so carefully that one who sees 
it casually believes it was printed. 

There are many similar interesting things 
in Japan. The Japanese have been a religious 
people. Religious books have been, and are 
oday, regarded sacred and valuable. The 
Christian Bible also has been accepted as such; 
ind, in fact, it is fast replacing all other sacred 
Jooks for helpful and devotional reading. 


The present caretaker, Mr. Muroga, the 
first on the left in the picture of the Bible 
House in Tokyo, had not read a word in the 
Bible until about twenty years ago. (He 
is now sixty years old.) At that time spiritual 
darkness fell on his soul. In his despondent 
state he was led to write to a certain novelist 
for advice as to whom he might turn for help- 
ful teaching. That writer, though not an active 
Christian, has studied Christianity considerably 
and puts much Christian sentiment in his 
stories and novels; somehow that has made 
his publications very popular. His answer to 
Mr. Muroga was very brief and reads as fol- 
lows: “I would not, if I were you, look to, or 
rely on, any man for what you now need. Of 
all men I know, however, Mr. K. Uchimura 
seems to be sincere. It may be profitable for 
you to get in touch with him.” 

Mr. Muroga immediately called on Mr. 
Uchimura; and the result was that our man 
became a faithful member of his Bible Class. 
He at once accepted, and put a childlike faith 
in, God’s Word. About ten years later, in 
order to obtain a more lasting impression of 
the Bible truths on his memory, he undertook 
to copy every word from Genesis to Revela- 
tion. He did that simply with this object in 
mind, and so took no special pains in writing. 
Though the paper was a cheap grade, he used 
sheets of a uniform size, so that he could fold 
them into something like books. He arose at 
four o’clock in the morning, to enjoy himself 
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in this way of studying the Bible. It took him 
two years and a half to get through the whole 
Bible in that manner. The only thing that 
was a source of annoyance during the pursual 
of that work, was the occasional freezing of 
the ink in wintertime. In looking over his 
copied volumes one finds that the quality of 
ink used varies in color, and the above-men- 
tioned freezing of the ink accounts for it. 

I am sorry that I did not learn the exact 
number of volumes the written sheets, roughly 
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bound, made. I believe they number more 
than fifteen. The copy I left with you covers 
the book of Ruth and I and II Samuel. 

Mr. Muroga regards it an honor to be care- 
taker of the Bible House in Tokyo. He buys 
Testaments frequently, to have them on hand 
to send to poor people he has known from 
younger days, or to give to men with whom 
he may get into conversation during Sundays 
and holidays. Thank God for such Bible 
lovers. 


Sowing the Word among the Colored 
People in the United States

A SOCIETY’S AGENT READING TO A 
BLIND WOMAN 


ERHAPS there is no term in the Bible 
that expresses more accurately the na- 

ture of the work of Bible distribution than 
Mark 4: 14, “The sower soweth the word.” 
The word “sow” carries with it the idea of 
scattering seeds abroad for the purpose of 
producing fruit. When seeds are sown, there 
is always the possibility that some will be 
devoured or fall upon non-productive soil. 
On the other hand, it can always be reason- 
ably expected that some will fall on good 
ground and bring forth an abundant harvest. 
The American Bible Society, through its 
various Agencies, is scattering abroad over 


the land volumes of God’s Word by the mil- 
lions each year. Some evidently fall on non- 
productive soil, but many others will fall on 
good soil and yield good fruit, “some thirty, 
and some sixty, and some a hundred.” 

We have many methods of Bible distribu- 
tion, but, perhaps, that by colporteurs is the 
most effective. At present one of our most 
serious difficulties is in securing the services 
of men who are prepared for, and adapted 
to, this kind of Christian work. The colpor- 
teur is quite an important character. To 
succeed as a Bible colporteur, one must have 
a variety of information, for much is expected 
of him. He must go everywhere and deal 
with all classes of people. He may find his | 
opportunity of presenting the Bible work in 
an institution of learning; if so, he must be 
able to do it intelligently. Again, his oppor- 
tunity may come in the prisons, on the cor-. 
ners of the crowded streets, at noon around 
the plants of industry, and many other 
places, and he must be able to handle the 
people under these various conditions. As 
he makes his visits to the homes of the) 
people, he must explain many difficult pas-| 
sages of Scripture, and furnish solutions for} 
almost every kind of problems. 

In addition to the colporteur’s variety of} 
information, he must have tact. Nowhere is! 
this needed more than in Bible distribution.| 
For instance, when whiskey was legally sold 
a colporteur, passing a saloon, was recog 
nized by the keeper, who invited him in, say 
ing, “Come in and let me put something goo 
in your case.” The colporteur at first took i 
for an insult, but another thought came t 
him that he was facing a fine opportunity t 
help the man. He turned around suddenl 
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with his case of Bibles, walked into the sa- 
loon with his eyes gazing straight into the 
eyes of the saloon keeper, set his case upon 
the counter, and, with a smile on his face, 
said, “I have something good in here for 
you.” After a few touching passages of 
Scripture were read by the colporteur, the 
man decided he wanted the Bible. He paid 
the small price and promised the colporteur 
that he was going to read it. The sower 
sowed the Word, and who can tell what the 
final outcome will be? 


It is very probable that there is no institu- 
tion laboring in connection with the church 
that goes further in reaching for good what 
is commonly called the unreached, than the 
American Bible Society, through its staff of 
colporteurs. The good accomplished by these 
servants of God going from city to city, from 
house to house, coming in daily contact with 
the people for their salvation, can never be 
told—will never be told until the day when 
God shall reveal all secrets. One man, after 
having served a few weeks in the work for 
the first time as colporteur, said, with eyes 
sparkling with interest and a delightful smile 
on his face, “This is the kind of work I have 
been wanting to get into for a long time. I 
am a Bible teacher seven days in the week. 
I preach to hundreds each day. I am reach- 


ing thousands that never go to church, nor 


any other place of moral uplift.” This is the 


idea that makes those who are in the work 


| 


‘and know it, willing to make the sacrifices 


that they are being called upon each day to 
make. If the people in general could get 


‘this view of the work, if they really under- 


stood it, they would be willing to give the 
cause their most hearty support. Can we 


‘make this work better understood among the 


great masses of the people? 

We need much of this colporteur work 
among the colored people of this country. 
This need has been made more imperative by 
the migration of the colored people from the 
congested centers of the South to the North, 
East, and West. Prior to this migration, the 
great bulk of our people could be found in 
just a few states in the South, and could be 
easily reached at all times; but in their new 
locations, they do not always segregate 
themselves in certain parts of the city ; there- 
fore, to reach them for any purpose, they 
aave to be looked for. In many cities and 
sommunities in the Southwest these same 
conditions have always obtained, and the 
nost effective way of reaching them with 
he Bible is through the service of colporteurs. 
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A Chinese Dog Acts as a Colporteur

A NOVEL sort of colporteur surely! He 

was a dog. He strayed into the yard of 
the Bethel Mission at Shanghai, which is con- 
ducted by those two ardent, laborious, and 
inseparable missionaries, Dr. Mary Stone and 
Miss Jennie V. Hughes. 

Somewhere on the mission premises the dog 
found an old worn-out Bible, got it into his 
mouth and ran off with it. He carried it 
finally into a military camp. The soldiers 
saw it and chased him till they got the book 
out of his mouth. They examined it, at once 
started to read it, became interested in the 
strange book, and wanted to know more about 
it. Somehow they found out where it came 
from. An officer, overhearing their talk about 
it, brought a number of them to the mission 
to find out where they could buy books like 
the one the dog brought to their camp. The 
soldiers stayed to witness Christian worship 
in the mission chapel, and listened reverently. 

“Tsn’t that wonderful!” cries Doctor Mary. 
Yes, our God doeth many wondrous things 
that the earth may be filled with his glory. 

In the Alps, the big, benignant, life-saving 
Saint Bernard dogs go out from the hospice 
to find travelers lost in the snow, carrying 
food and restoratives to the benumbed and 
perishing. In China, this soul-saving dog 
carried the Word of God, which is the Bread 
of Life, to famished men lost in ignorance, 
superstition and fear, ignorant of Him who 1S 
the Way, the Truth and the Life. Their 
famine, as in Amos’s day, was not of bread 
nor a thirst for water, but for hearing the word 
of the Lord. Out of the mouth of a dog God 
ordained that a new evangelization should go 
forth from Bethel Mission, to instill peace and 
goodwill into the minds of fighting men.
